To control pests, an all-purpose spray or dust is 
recommended. Practice regular pest control so as not to 
have damage first and then start to fight the cause. 
Occasional sprinkling with the garden hose will help 
against red spider, and the all-purpose insecticides control 
aphis, leaf-hoppers and mildew.
